Call Is Made for Great Gathering 
of Cotton Growers To Consider 
Everything in Relation to

Shreveport, La., December 1!4.—After 
passing resolutions commending the aid 
of the government experts in their efforts 
to exterminate the boll weevil, and urging 
the farmers of the infected districts in 
Texas and Louisiana to burn all cotton 
Stalks in the early fall, the national 
convention adjourned late this after- 
noon, 

The resolutions feature what are gen- 
erally recognized to be the most suc- 
cessful methods of combatting the pest. 

Prior to the adoption of ‘the resolu- 
tions, a spirited fight was precipitated on 
the floor of the convention by the prof- 
fering of a majority and minority re- 
port. The bone of contention was a plank 
inserted by M., L. Johnson, of Georgia, 
to the effect that the only-way to de- 
stroy and prevent the spread of the boll 
weevil is to prevent the planting of any 
cotton within the infected sections of 
Texas, or any other state or territory, 
wherein infected lands exist for the pe- 
riod of one year, 

The minority report agreed to all rec- 
ommendations of the majority, except 
the plank outlined above, which was 
firally voted down. 

Boll Weevil Resolutions. 

The resolutions, in part, follow: 

“That we extend our sin> re thanks 
'to tne department of agricu:::ire of the 
United States for the timely assistance 
it has afforded in an effort to overcome 
the cotton boll weevil. 

“That we thank the department of en- 
tomology, headed by Dr. W. D. Hunter 
which hag accomplished excellent results 
in educating the people regarding the 
nature and habits of the boll weevil and 
other insect pests, and for the well con- 
ceived plang and work of experimenta- 
tion along thie line, 

“That we @esire these departments to 
continue their work in the infected dis- 
tricts, as well as to closely watch other 
sections which might become endangered 
by the boll weevil; and that we invoke 
a continuance of the national aid when- 
ever and wherever it may? be needed. 

“That we heartily approve the meth- 
ods already employed ag being both sc!l- 
entific and practical, and that we em- 
phasize the idea of thorough preparation 
of the cotton lands, a reduction of acre- 
age, the rotation of crops and intensive 
cultivation, with most vigorous efforts to 
secure early maturing cotton for all the 
boll weevil districts. 

“That the cotton planters throughout 
the infected districts are hereby urged 
to cooperate with the general government 
in the plans for overcoming this de- 
vastating pest.”’ '

MAN PAID $200

Mcrgan Curry and two brothers, Lewis 
and Charles Dillon, Stewart McNeally 
and two others. Wallace was taken up 
Tug river 10 miles into West Virginia. 
Wallace paid his captors $200 to spare 
his life and later he gave them A cow 
to release him. The men refused to ac- 
cept, Wellace’s check, but John York, a 
nerchant accepted it and gave them 
his own check, 

This episode was the result of trouble 
which occurred about three weeks ago, 
10 miles up Tug river. All the parties 
live in that neighborhood, and some of 
them are alleged to have been in the 
liquor business. Wallace was one of 
these.

“Whereas, The pernicious idea tthat the 
boll weevij is not an unmixed evil, in 
that its ravages must of necessity result 
in diminishing the quantity of cotton har- 
vested, raise the price of the staple, and 
that, therefore, itg propagation shou.d 
be encouraged by the farmers, is daily 
gaining ground in many sections, par- 
ticularly during seasons of depression in 
prices, either throwgh ignorance or the 
criminal selfishness which would strike 
down an industry, therefore, be it 

“Resolved, That this convention en- 
dorses and recommends for adoption 
by the legisiatures of the cotton states, 
a law relative to the importation of the 
boll weevil in any of its stages of 
growth.’’ 

It was further resolved that a vigorous 
campaign of public education should be 
fneugurated through the farmers and 
pedagogical institutes of the several cot- 
ton states, the press and through the 
public schools. 

“Reso'ved, That it is the sense of this 
netional cotton convention that the early 
fall destruction of all the cotton stalks 
in the bol] weevil infected areas of 
Texas and Louisiana is an absolute 
necessity. 

“Resolved. That we recommend to the 
legislative bodies of any Infected area the 
urgent necessity of taking immediate 
sieps under the supervision of proper au- 
thorities to burn the cotton stalks of next 
year svstéematically and at once behind 
the pickers. 

“Resolved, That it is the sense of this 
ecnvention that the use of Paris green 
fs, In the opinion of many, very useful 
and we rétommend the continuance of 
the use of all poisons when advisable.” 


To Organize All Cotton Growers. 

A plan for organizing all the cotton 
@rowers of the south to comnat the boll 
weevil was introduced by Oswald Wilson, 
statistical agent of the United States 
department of agriculture, stationed at 
Fort Worth, Texas, wag received and 
incorporated as a part of the resolu- 


tions, It 1s as follows: 

“The result of the experience of all the 
eientists and practical farmers in the 
boll weevil area up to the present time 
is that cotton can be made even under 
boll weevil infestation if the farmers are 
pronerly organized. 

“This means the adoption of what ts 
known as the cultural method in order 
that every farmer in the south may have 
the benefit of this cultural method, we 
recommend, 

“!. That the president of this conven- 
tion shall select five members, who, with 
himself and tie sccretary, shall con- 
stitute the general executive committee. 

“2. That the vice president of each 
state shall select six prominent men 
from each state, who shall constitute a 
state executive committee. 

“3. The state executive committee shal] 
organize each county in their respective 
states by appointing a chairman, who in 
turn, will select an executive commit- 
tee to assist him. 

“4 The county executive committee 
will enroll the names of all the cotton 
farmers of their county, sending the same 
to the state executive committee, who 
will, in turn. report to the national ex- 
ecutive committee. 


Fund To Be Raised. 

‘We recommend that each state ralse a 
sufficient fund among the cotton far- 
mers, merchants and bankers to carry on 
this work. 

‘6 We recommend that the various 
state legislatures and department of agri- 
culture, through the bureau of plant in- 
dustry and the division of entomology, 
cooperate in the campaign of education 
with the state executive committee and 
county executive committee to teach each 
individual] planter, as they have done in 
Texas, and that a sufficient appropria- 
tion be made by congress to provide the 
necessary literature and instructions to 
carry out the cultural methods. 

‘7. Until some remedy is found which 
will destroy the boll weevil and elimi- 
nate it from the cotton fields of the 
south to make a cotton crop will depend 
upon the individual efforts of each cot- 
ton farmer, and without thig organization 
the government cannot aid the farmers as 
it should. 

“As 70 per cent of the cotton farmers 
are tenanis, it is absolutely imperative 
that they and their landlords ve or- 
ganized. As 50 per cent of the cotton 
farmers are negroes, it is more impor- 
tant that they be all organized, as the 
boll weevil will affect the cenants and 
negroes more than the landlords, or 
those who own their own farms.’”’ 

Prior to acjournment, Dr. S. A. Knapp, 
especial agent of the department of agri- 


culture, located at Houston, Texas, read 
ja paper, which commanded the earnest 
attention of the delegates. Dr. Knapp 
is in charge of the work demonstrating 
ts formers how to grow cottor ‘by 
means of cultur2zl methods, despite fhe 
pre.ence of the weevili.

Address of Tompkins. 

D. A. Tompkons, of Charlotte, N. C., 
delivered an address, in which he said: 

While tne cotton growing business of 
the south {fs as prosperous today as it 
ever was in the whole history of its 
development, there is some question 
whether this prosperity is not part of 
the mantffestation of an imminent dan- 
ger. The continued monopoly of the 
production of the great bilk of the 
world’s cotton {s at present threatened 
in the south in three different ways: 

1. The most important of these men- 
aces is the bol] weevil. 

2. It is the movement of cotton con- 
suming countries to fcster and develop 
the production of cotton in parts of the 
world where the savage may be turned 
into a cheap laborer. 

3. The constant draft being made upon 
the labor of the cotton fields by the 
ever-increasing manufactures of the 
south. 

England and Germany, 
Frence, Italy, Switzerland and some 
other countries, threaten to become a 
competitor in the production of cotton 
in these colonies. If we would con- 
tinue to hold the monopoly we must 
at once be up and doing, not only to 
hinder the progress of the boll weevil, 
but to drive it out of the American ter- 
ritory which it already occupies. This 
much to save the flelds of growing cot- 
ton. We must also develop immigra- 
tion from Europe to the cotton growing 
states. We must have more people to 
replace those who have been drawn by 
the new southern munufacturing inter- 
ests from the flelds. In addition to

our cotton crops to the markets of the 
‘workd in quantities that are the aver- 
age of production instead of in the way 
of a feast one year and a famine the 
next. To/stop the progress of the boll 
weevil and destroy ‘im, means appro- 
priations by the general government 
and each of the cotton states, that will 
be sufficient to empley the best talent 
and to execute the means which they 
recommend. [I have no sympathy with 
the complaint of those who have here- 
tofore been employed on this subject 
that the bol] weevil couldn ot be hin- 
cered or destroyed. We certainly want 
to put men to work on the subject who 
believe that the boll weevil can be hin- 
dered and can be destrcyed. The remedy 
against the second evil is pery simple. 
The scarcity that has come about in 
labor must be remedied by § turning 
white European tmmigration to~ this 
country. The third difficulty of offer- 
ing the world a big crop, then a little

Mrs. Camnon Said That When Dy 
img -Husband Said He Was 
Punished for Mar- 
rying Lillfan Hamlin in 
Defiance of Law. 


Weshington, Dicember 14.--When the 
Senator Smoot investigation was con- 
tinued today George Reynolds, a high 
official of the Mormon church, was 
called again to correct his testimony, 
end then Mrs. Fred Ellis, of Salt Lake, 
was gworn. She is the daughter of An- 
@us Cannon and married her cousin, 
Abram Cannon, when she was !9 years 
of age. 

She testified that she was Abram Can- 
non’s first plural wife and that her hus- 
band married (Lillian Hamlin on June 
18, 1696. He was at that time one of 
the twelve apostles. Mr. Cannon, ac- 
coming to the witness, then had three 
wives and he told her he intended to 
marry Lilifan Hamlin. He told her that 
IMllian had been engaded to his brother 
David, who had died and she thereafter 
wanted to marry Abram. Mrs. willis 
detailed a conversation she had with her 
husband in which she told him she did 


% not think he could marry Lilllan Ham- 


lin, Mr. Cannon said he could marry 
outside the state; that he would marry 
her for @ time, and she would be David's 
wife for eternity. 


She Couldn’t Stand Lillian. 
“y told him that if he did marry Lil- 
an,” g@aid the witness, ‘that I could 


pot live with him when the church or 


the jew would not recognize his marri- 
age.” 

Mrs. Ellis told of the departure of 
Mr. Cannon and Miss Hamlin, accom- 
panied by President Smith, who is said 
to have performed the ceremony on the 
high seas, and of their return.

parade which will follow the inaugura- 
¢ion of President Roosevelt, March 4, 
1905.”” 

General Harries stated he desired this 
qnformation in order to have substantial 
fcundation for working plans, The com- 
mittee, he says, {s especially desirous of 
welcoming troops from every state in 
the union, and is ready to do anything 
tn its power towards securing quarters 
for the occasion at a minimum cost, He 
also suggests that the representation be 
not “overlarge.” Al) indications, tt is 
said, point to the gathering of a great 
many organization on this occaston, 

The information which has been given 
General Harries with regard to troops 
from Georgia will In no wise effect his 
working plans, nor will Georgia’s repre- 
Sentation on that occasion be “over- 
large.”’ 

Governor Terrell in replying stated 
that inasmuch as the general assembly 
has made no apropriation for this pur- 
yese, he would not order any of the 
trcops of this state to go to Washing- 
ton on this occasion. The governor 
stated further that he had referred Gen-

Baker, of New York, Gets in a Lick 
at the Stee] Trust and Bureau 
of Corporations—Report on 
Swayne Matter Made 
to the House. 


Washington, December !4.—Further ac- 
tion on the impeachment proceedings 
against Charles Swayne, of the north- 
ern district of Florida, was taken in the 
house today by the appointment of the 
committee of seven provided for by a 
resolution adopted yesterday to draft the 
charges for presentation to the senate, 
and by the reception of the report of 
the committee of five to notify the sen- 
ate of the impeachment. ‘The urgent de- 
ficiency bill and several other bills of a 
public nature were passed. Immediately 
after the house met Speaker Cannon an- 
nounced as the committee of seven to 
prepare the charges against Charles 
Swayne, of the northern district of Flor- 
ida, who was impeached yesterday, the 
following: Messrs, Palmer, of Pennsyl- 
vania; Gillett, of California; Parker, of 
New Jersey; Littlefield, of Maine; Pow- 
ers, of Massachusetts; Clayton, of Ala- 
bama, and DeArmond, of Missouri. 
During consideration of a provision in 
the eurgent deficiency bill, appropriat- 
ing $12,500 for the payment of electoral 
messengers from the several states to 
Washington, Mr. Maddox, of Georgia, 
provoked much laughter by referring to 
the recent election for president, and in- 
quired of Mr. Hemenway if he really 
was “serlous about appropriating $12,- 
500 to bring the returns here."’ 

“Well,” said Mr. Hemenway In the 
midst of the merriment this question pro- 
duced, “I think it is absolutely neces- 
sary.”’ 

“You don’t think $12,500 will pay for 
that job do you?” propounded Mr. Mad- 
dox. 

Mr. Hemenway simply smiled as a re- 
ply. 

At this juncture the committee of five, 
appointed yesterday to notify the senate 
that the house had impeached Judge 
Swayne, appeared In he center aisle and 
Mr, Palmr, its chairman, reported as fol- 
lows: 

“Mr. Speaker: In obedience to the or- 
der of the house, we proceeded to the 
bar of the senate and in the name of 
this body and of all the people of the 
United States we impeached, as we were 
directed to do, Charles Swayne, judge 
of the district court of the United States 
for the northern district of Florida, of 
high crimes and mfsdemeanors in office, 
and we demanded that the senate should 
take order to make him appear before 
that body to answer for the same, and 
announced that the house would soon 
present articles of impeachment and 
make them good, to which the response 
was: ; 

‘*‘Order shall be taken. 

Mr. Baker, whose resolution for an in- 
quiry into the steel trust had been laid 
on the table, discussed trusts and com- 
binations, especially the coal trust, and 
criticized the attorney general for not 
expending’ the appropriation of $500,000 
for investigating trusts profitably. 

The deficiency bill was then passed. 
The house adjourned until tomorrow.

New York, 14.—Statistics 


that the genera] health of this city dur- 
ing the last eleven months has oeen 
remarkably good and the low percentage 
of deaths during the last three years has 
sustained.

In his chief exami- 
nation he testified that Marcum once 
stayed at his house; that James Hargis 


asked if he could not take a walk with)! 


Marcum and leave him; and that when 


the witness once told of Marcum plant- 
ing trees, Hargis had said that he would 
be planting trees in another world in a 


few months. 

The second witness today was Henry 
Noble, schoo} superintendent of Breathitt 
county, who said that at the time of the 
killing of Marcum he was in the store of 
Hargis brothers and heard the _ shoot- 
ing. He was told that his brother had 
been killed and hastening out, saw the 
body of Marcum lying on the court house 
floor. He saw Sam White g0 in at a 
side door, fire a pistol into the prostrate 
body and then walked over to Hargis 
Toons Cottingame testified that French 
saw him in Leslie county and told him 
that Marcum was meddlesome, and the 
Hargis would have to have him killed, 
and that: when the Hargis found people 
in their way they managed to get rid of 
them. The conversation took place near 
where Nick Combs and Joe Eversoll. 
the first victimis of the French-Eversole 
feud, were killed, and French told wit- 
ness he could get money for the same 
kind of work that was done at that place. 

Over the objection of the defense, Ruck 
Cottingame said the defendant, French, 
offered Mose Feltner $1,000 to leave and 
to take away other witnesses, and after- 
wards Feltner did so and seemed to have 
plenty of money. 

Charles Anderson, a student at Jackson 
academy, said he saw Marcum when 
killed, and that he looked up and saw 
James Hargis at an upstairs window of 
his store with a gun in his hands, He 
saw two others whom he couid not 
recognize. :

HE FIRED PISTOL CANNOT REPLACE 


CERTAIN TRACKS 


Injunction Against Macon Rail- 
way Company Granted 


lts Tracks Cotton Avenue Were 
Torn Up Macon Gaslight 
and Water Company—The 
Cause of the Trouble 
at Macon. 


By Will A. Branan. 

Constitution Bureau, 467 Second Street, 
Macon, Ga., December 14.—(Special.)— 
Judge Littlejohn, of Americus, this morn- 
ing granted an injunction which restrains 
the Macon Railway and Light Company 
from replacing certain tracks on Cotton 
avenue, torn up by the Macon Gaslight 
and Water Company last night. 

This is the first thrust at arms between 
two of Macon’s largest corporations in 
this case. The trouble grew out of the lo- 
cation of two small manholes on Cotton 
avenue, one just above and below Cherry 
street, When the street car company had 
Only one track on Cotton avenue these 
manholes were severa| feet removed from 
the tracks, but when double tracks were 
laid the location of the manholes was an 
inch Or so within the tracks. To alleviate 
thig the street car men moved the valve 
boxes an inch or so: The water com- 
pany’s men claim this was done in the 
hight time. 

But last night the water company men 
did a little night werk of their own. After 
the cars stopped running on Cotton ave- 
hue they tore up the tracks lald by the 
street car company, Strange to say, coin- 
cidental with this, came the news from 
Americus this morning that Judge Little- 
john has granted a temporary injunction 
restraining the street car company from

A plan for shortening debates during 
the sessions of council] next year has been 
suggested by Councilman Amorous, one 
of the outgoing members of the coun- 
cil from the sixth ward, and it is being 
commented upon very favorably by the 
members of the general council of 1905. 

The plan is tao allow aldermen to dis- 
cuss only such matters as require joint 
action by council and the aldermanic 
board, and prevent them from speaking 
before the general council upon meas- 
ures that require separate activn. 

Separate actlon by council and the al- 
dermanic board is required upon appro- 
priations and franchises. Separate ac- 
tion js not required, however, upon 
amendments to measures which make ap- 
propriations or which give grants. 

At present aidermen are allowed tu 
discuss matters upon which they have 
no vote in the council, while, on the other 
hand, councilmen cannot talk before the 
aldermante board unless they have spe- 
cial permission. 

Under the present rule aldermen con- 
sume much time m discussing matters 
they are not allowed to vote upon wnutil 
the aldermanic board meets for its sep- 
arate session, 

Next-year there will be sixteen members 
of counci] and eight members of the ul- 
dermanic board. It is believed that the 
silencing of the eight aldermen upon 
questions they cannot vote’ upon will save 
considgrable time. 

The watter ts largely tn the hands of 
the mayor pro tem. of the next council, 
but ff is believed that he will make either 
thig or some similar ruling in the in- 
terests of time.

Fierce Conflagration to Fight. 

The fire was one of the most fierce 
that Atlanta firemen have had to fight 
for a long while.

It looked for a time as if the entire 
Peters street section of the city would 
be swept by the fire and thousands of 
people flocked to the scene. All the call 
men and extra officers at the police bar. 
racks were called out. Chief Ball and 
Captain Jennings were on hand and it 
took all the police could do to keep the 
erowd out of the way of the firemen. 

With the sleet falling fast and freez. 
ing as it fell to the ground, the high 
wind blowing a gale, the sky red with 
the reflection ef .the flames, a great 
crowd of humanity surging from one 
street to another, the firemen fighting as 
they had rarely ever fought a fire be- 
fore, and hundreds of stampeded horses 
dashing down the streets, and a rain of 
fiery sparks falling over the scene, all 
helped to present a spectacle that was 
as inspiring as it was thrilling and ex- 


citing. 

The fire started in the hay-loft of Saw 
tell’s stockyards. The inflammable hay 
was quickly ignited and the building soon 
caught. -The firemen were called out by 
telephone and hardly had they received 
the message before the flames were 
leaping like mad through the wooden 
buildings which surrounded the stock- 
yards. Before the firemen could reach 
the scene, the flames had crossed into 
the Stevens planing mill and there they 
found piles of pine wood ready to be de-

By this time the snow clouds that 


werg banked up in the sky caught the 
light from the fire and the heavens be- 
came lurid.

REFORM COMING 
FOR RUSSIANS 


Government Has Resolved 
To Yield to the Liberal 
Agitation. 


St. Petersburg, December 14.—There is 
‘no longer any doubt that the government 
(intends to commit itself to any extensive 
rforms as the result of the liberal agita- 
tion begun when Prince Sviatopol-Mirsky 
made his advent as minister of interior. 
The Zemstvo demands for a direct rep- 
resentative body to make the laws of the 
nation will not be granted, but some 
medium in the form of a representative 
consulative body, which can voice the 
wishes of the people direct to the sov- 
ereign, now seems the probable outcome. 
An entirely new law for the liberalization 
of the press also is apparently certain. 

The plan for a consulative body, first 
proposed by the late Prince Vasilichvi- 
koff twenty years ago in connection with 
the demand of a land parliament, forms 
the basis of the scheme at present un- 
der consideration. Prince Vasilichvi- 
koff contended that nine-tenths of the 
population of Russia was totally unpre- 
pared to exercise political rights, thus 
precluding the possibility of a general 
franchise.

In fact, it is 
his desire that Prince Vashilicivikoff's 
son shall succeedy him in the event that 
complete failure of his health compels 
him to retire.

Headquarters of the Third Japanese 
Army, via Fusan, December 14.—The 
Japanese are working their advances on 
the shores of Pigeon bay on compara- 
tively level ground against the Tain- 
Yankow, Idzchan and Antfieshan forts, 
The approaches to the fortifications are 
easy, but the forts are enormously 
strong and the near approach will be all 
the more difficult as the sapping of 
pasmng will have to be done through 
frozen ground.

In an editorial entitled “How To Get 
Good Roads,” the esteemed Washing- 
ton Post gives a remarkably simple so- 
lution of this “problemi.” 

The Post says in part: 


In every county, from the 8t. Law- 
rence to the Rio Grande, the jails are 
filled with able-bodied malefactors, sup- 
ported in ease and comfort by the tax- 
payers. in most of these counties there 
is need of better roads for the use and 
profit of the industrious and the frugal. 
Why should this material be wasted? 
More than that, why shculd the spirit of 
alms-taking from the geuneral govern- 
ment be nursed and the image of pater- 
nalism set up for worship? We are the 
last to advocate the employment of con- 
vict labor in competition with honest and 
free industry. Nothing could pe more 
tyrannical and demoralizing than the 
operation of such an expedient. But to 


}put convicts on the public roads anda 


thereby make the enemies and parasites 
of society discharge some of the obliga- 
tions they habitually endeavor to repu- 
diate—this would achieve a combination 
of justice and utility deserving of all 
praise. No doubt idleness and crime 
would become less attractive under such 
a dispensation, 

The Constitution has frequently 
stressed the importance of applying 
the south’s convict labor more exten- 
sively to this great public end. The 
south has an abundance of convict 
labor and probably the worst roads to 
the United 
States. 

No section of the union is more 
Viially interested in the good roads 
question than is the south. Our ma- 
terial resources are so largely agricul- 
tural, and so dependent upon one 
great field staple, cotton, that the 
necessity of enabling the farmer to 
reach market over well-made public 
highways must be apparent to every- 
body. 

Our criminal problem {s an excep- 
tionally aggravated one. Its nature 
makes the chaingang an imperative 
mode of punishment, and where chain. 
gangs abound, one would naturally 
expect to find well-made and well- 
maintained public thoroughfares. if 
& reasonable per cent of the southern 
convicts had been used in the past to 
improve the roads, the south could 
loday boast of the finest public shigh- 
ways in the country. 

The trouble is this labor at the dis- 
posal of the state is too largely divert- 
ed from public internal improvement 
of this essential nature, and work of 
the kind on which it’ is employed is 
usually too superficially planned and 
performed. Where we should have 
the permanent macadam road, we have 
nothing but periodical “working” of a 
lick and promise nature—a hurried 
use of the plow and scraper, which 
generally makes a bad matter worse, 
until] the rains restore the road to its 
pristine state of neglect. 

Every county of the southern states 
that utilizes the chaifigang system 
should reserve enough convict labor 
lo insure the proper improvement of 
its highways, and such improvement 


should be on scientific principles of | 


road building with a view to perma- 
nency. The south has been shame- 
fully negligent of its opportunities and 
duties in this regard. 

We are glad to see the papers of 
the north falling in line with the south 
on the convict labor question. A few 
days ago The Chicago Journal advvu 
cated the employment of the convicts 
of Illinois on the public highways of 


the state. It is not so long ago that 
most of our northern contemporaries 


were inclined to score the chaingangs 
of the south as a relic of barbarism in 
penology. 

We have always argued that the 
employment of state convicts in road- 
making was the most practica) and 
Proper use to which their labor could 
be put, considering the prime impor- 
tance to the citizen of good roads, and 


the fact that this character of convict 


employment does not in any sense 
Clash with free labor or enter into 
competition with other manual occu- 
pations. No free citizen wants to work 
the public roads even in lieu of a cash 
payment of his taxation, and some- 
The 
task logically and in all humane pro- 
priety falls upon the convict class, 
and, as The Washington Post truly 
declares, herein will be found the 
readiest and best solution of the whole 
good roads problem.

More About Municipalization. 

So well pleased have the people of 
Leicester, England, been with their ex- 
periments at municipalization in gas, 
electric light and water that they have 
recently installed a complete electric 
railway system for their city. 

For the first six months of 1904, the 
net profits of the municipal gas works, 
according to the ‘report of the Amer- 
ican consul at Nottingham, were $110,- 
000; of the electric light works $12,500 
and of the water works $44,000. 

“All this surplus,” Mr. Mahin writes, 
“goes to reduce taxes or to benefit the 
public in other ways.” 

Which is interesting and instruc- 
tive. 

Upon the new electric railway sys- 
tem the fare from one part of the city 
to another has been fixed at one pen- 
ny, which is two cents American. 

A bill has just been introduced in 
congress to make street railway fares 
in the District of Columbia three cents 
instead of five. It is claimed by the 
supporters of this measure that three- 
cent fares will bring excelent returns 
on the original investment of capital. 

Are Jap Generals Incompetent? 

Criticism of the strategical ability 
of Japanese generals has become 
rather general. during the last few 
weeks. TLe 1i.rst months of the war 
were so well packed with startling sur- 
prises and the dominance of the is- 
landers so complete, that close analysis 
was for a time suspended and the 
world accepted Japanese victories as 
the result of Japanese capacity and 
set down the Russians as well nigh 
hopeless incompetents. 

Latterly, however, there has been 
noticeable a tone of disapproval and 
disappointment on the part of the 
English press which, considering the 
close political re-ations between Japan 
and England, is the more remarkable. 
This adverse criticism -is crystallized 
in a recent article by “Calchas,” a 
mysterious but authoritative contribu- 
tor of The London Fortnightly Review, 
in which he asserts that Japanese suc- 
cess has been due more to the individ- 
ual pluck and dash of the troops 
than to unusual ability on part of 
the commanders. On land and sea, 
Calchas claims, the officers of Nippon 
have evinced a timerousness, a lack of 
initiative and imagination and a pain- 
ful inability to grasp obvious opportun- 
ities. Of Port Arthur and the sea 
battles, he says: 


Port Arthur will fall, but the defenders 
will divide all the honors of courage and 
ability with the besiegers, and General 


Stoessel’s defense of the fortress, hopeless } 


as it appears, will rank, as a magnificent 
feat of arms, with Massena’s memorable 
defense of Genoa. It is certain that the 
five months’ resistance offered at Port 
Arthur has seriously disarranged the 
Original design of the Japanese plan of 
campaign. In the contest of sea power 
the Russian fleet, it will be admitted, 
has been handled with. irredeemable in- 
competence. But Russian sea power hag 
been held suppressed rather than de- 
stroyed. Not a single Russian battle 
Ship has been sunk in action. Five out of 
six remain in Port Arthur, and althougn 
they are probably doomed, they may stil’, 
if resolutely handled, make a sail for 
their lives. 


On land, Calchas sees this absence 
of the enterprise which makes for 
military success and genius, even more 
apparent.

- REPLIES TO BILL 
QF SENATOR PLATT 


BKditor Constitution: In a speech de- 
livered by my Cather, ex-Governor Jos- 
eph BB. Brown, at Mariette, Georgia, 
Wednesday, March 18, 1868, when advo- 
cating the adoption of our constitution 
of 1668, he used this lamguage: 


And as the negro vote of the south 
will entitle us to over twenty more 


}members of congress than we would 


have if they were not counted, I further 
that 


the New England states, finding this 
yote in their way, will be opposed to 
negro suffrage, and negro represefta- 
tion, while the people of the southern 
States will resolutely defend it. because 
it gives them power. 

In the light of recent events, this reads 
lke prophecy, and is another instance 
of my father’s good judgment. 

We find that attacks have been made 
in congress upon southern representa- 
tien, seeking to reduce our power in 
that body and in the electoral college, 
and we find southern men defending our 
suffrage laws for the very reasons which 
my father gave in his Marietta speech, 
for, Of course, none of our present con- 
gressmen wish to lose their jobs. 

I have a perfect and complete reply to 
Senator Platt’s speech so far as it re- 
lateg to Georgia. I am not familiar 
enough with the constitutions of the 
Other states which have been attacked 
to ansaver for them, but I suppose as 
complete an answer could be eiven for 
those states ag I now give for Georgia. 

When the war between the states be- 
gan, the United States, by its various 
resolutions of congress, to keep Ken- 
tucky, Missouri and Maryland in line, 
stated that the purpose of the war was 


to preserve the union, and fhe idea of 
freeimg the negro was negatived; but 
when the war closed, instead of the 
thirteenth amendment being that the 
union of these states should be perput- 
ual, sO ag to forever settle the question 
of secession, and forever settle the 
northern theory of the war,, the United 
States changed front, and instead of the 


negro, 
The thirteenth amendment wags to free 
the negro. The tourteenth to make 
him a citizen, and the f{fteenth to al- 
low him to vote—not union, but negro 
legislation, as you will see. The thir- 
teenth amendment was promulgated on 
the 18th day of December, 1865. The 
fourteenth amendment was promulgated 
by concurrent resolution vf congress Out 
the 2ilst day of July, 1868, and the ff- 
teenth amendment during the same year. 
All of these, except the fourteenth 
amendment, which cortained other very 
comprehensive matters, related to the 
negro instead of the nation. 

The first reconstruction act was passed 
on the 2d day of March, !867, and sec- 
tion 5 of that act is as follows:

THE CALL OF THE WILD 


ROBABLY it is not generally 
P known that within $3 miles of the 
city limits there is a pack of 
wild dogs which commit frequent depre- 
datioms and which are almost the terror 
of those who live within a wide radius 
of the woody forest that they inhabit. 
These are not dogs which are wild 
because they have not been brought into 
contact with man and with ciiviliaa- 
tion, but dogs, or descendants of dogs, 
which have reverted to the wild state be- 
cauge the circumstances were at hand, 
and they have pradually recruited their 
number until now, it is said by residents 
of that section, there are some forty 
or fifty of these wolflike animals on the 
hunt for prey. 

Between West End and Fort McPher- 
son, the old Campbellton road branches 
off from the Bast Point read. Between 
fhe government reservation and the 
Campbeliton road there is a vast forest, 
and along that road habitations are few, 
though, as is well known, the road to 
East Point is well populated. 

Citigens of that section vouch for the 
fact that this forest is the home of the 
wild dog pack, and from this forest it 
is said they venture forth on nightly 
prowls, and no chicken, shote or even 
young calf is safe unless well protected 
from the hungry animals. 

Probably some time in the not very 
distant. past a watchdog wandered 
away from his civilized surroundings anda 
took up his abode in the woods. Away 
from his master’s eye he did not hesi- 
tate to pick up a stray chicken here and 
there and make a meal of it. Others 
came to join him, and together they went 
on their nighttime jaunts in search of 
food. he restraints of civilization once 


broken, there was joy in the freedom, 
and soon all the instincts of the alert 
but playful old house dog were forgotten. 

Then they began to breed. There is 
evidence of this in the fact that at least 
one resident of that section managed tu 
chpture a puppy, the offspring of some 
of these forest dogs. Though grown into 
a big, shaggy creature, there is no taming 
this anima]. The viciousness of his father 
has remained with him, and it has been 
with th® greatest difficulty that he has 
been restrained from returning to the 
haunts from which he came. 

Several assert they have seen these 
wild dogs, seme of which are said to 
have ventured right into the limits of 
East Point, and there carried off chick- 
ens and young pigs right from under the 
noses of the owners. Several young calves 
have fell prey to their rapacious appe- 
tites, and it is stated as a fact by resi- 
dents of that neighborhood that they 
have even been known to attack men 
when the opportunity offered on the 
lonely road. 

"Possum hunters, it is said, are afraid 
of those woods, and will not venture into 
them; or at least they go there seldom. 
For such a pack of dogs gone back to na- 
ture’s first instincts are to be feared al- 
most ag much as a pack of hungry 
wolves. 

These dogs are of no special breed; 
rather of all breeds, mongrel, as it were, 
but all that have been seen are of good 
size and well qualified to put up a hard 
fight should they be cornered. Those who 
have lost through the depredations of 
these dogs would like to see some plan 
formed to rid the country of them, but 
so far it does not appear the effort has 
been made,

POURS INTO POSTOFFICE

REAT banks of mail, packages of 
all kinds from the slim, slender 


(; one page letter to a bulk beyond 


the capacity of the mail carrying facili- 
tles of the nation is now pouring into the 
Atlanta postoffice, keeping the small 
force accorded the Atlanta department 
busy day and night. 

“It’s rather astonishing to one conver- 
sant with the postal regulations of the 
country,” said Mr. Wallace Rhodes, of 
the postoffice department here, “how 
many unnecessary mistakes are made. 
Of course it is due to the fact that the 
run of 
laws a study. It’s not ignorance on the 
part of the public in one sense of the 
word. It’s simply the fact that the peo- 
ple do not acquaint themselves with 
the situation as they could if they had 


‘an idea they did not know it all as 


well as we who work here day in and 
day out know it. 

“Now here’s a package,” remarked Mr, 
Rhodes as he pickéd up a bundle. “It’s 
stamped to weight. But just look at it. 
Oh yes, the address on that side is all 
right. That bundle is consigned by mail 
to Miss—— oh, Miss Sally Smith, at Apbe- 
ville, S.C. Now except the stamps, and 
there are enough stamps, the package is 
not at all rigfit. See the other side. There is 
the name of the sender and under it is 
Atlanta, Ga., the point from which it is 
sent. Suppose the route agent sees this 


’ side instead of the other side, He would 


be doing nothing but his duty to consign 
that bundle to an Atlanta pouch, Still 
the ‘party in Abbeville would be Waiting 
for ite Had the sender of the package 
put the address on the front as he has 
done and put up in the upper left hand 
corner his address, whith he has put 
on the back, there would have been no 
trouble—none whatever. But that’s one 
only of many things‘ we have to en- 
counter. And yet an observation of the 
postal rules would prevent it. 

“Tt would be well fer persons who us¢ 
the mails—and at this time of the year 
the mails are extensively used—that the 
name of the person to whom the letter, 
package or parcel is consigned shnoule 
be written on the side on which the 
stamp is placed. The name and the post 
office of the sender can be placea im the 
upper left hand corner. There will then

be nothing on the other side and ail 
will be plain sailing for the mail man. 
The rates? All merchandise !s one cent 
per ounce er the fraction of an ounce 
and it must be prepaid. It is impera- 
tive that the package should be well 
and securely wrapped and tied, but not 
sealed, Of course every one knows there 
must be no written matter in the pack- 
age. Neither can a package weighing 
over four pounds of first class matter 
g0. Printed matter, boeks, etc., can go 
for one cent for each.two ounces, the 
four poung limit still applying. But it 
must be prepaid. All regularly entered 
publications, magazines, newspapers, 
etc., are taxed one cent for each four 
ounces or a fractional part—all prepaid. 
But there is no limit to the weight in 
second class matter. 

“As to the foreign mail,’’ concluded 
Mr. Rhodes, “some complications may 
arise. The usual interchange of postal 
courtesies, if I may be permitted to coin 
an expression, still apply. But if the 
article sent be merchandise its value 
must be given. That being done, the reg- 
ular postage rates, of course, belng pre- 
paid it goes on. But at the point of 
destination it may pass into the hands 
of the collector of customs and when 
the party to whim is consigned caiis 
for it there may be duties collectable. 
It might be ‘well to say too that mer- 
chandise of a salable value is not mail- 
able except at letter rates—five cents 
the half ounce, all prepaid. Remember 
it’s the address on one side only. No 
writing at all on the other side. That 
helps the mail man and it facilitates the 
transit of the Christmas present, even if 
that present be only a letter.’

“URGED BY SHAW 


Secretary Wants New Postot- 
ce Building at Once 


At Instance of Colonel Livingston, 
Secretary Shaw Will Send Let- 
ter to Congress Urging 
Appropriation—Tempo- 
rary Quarters. 


By Jos: Ohl. 

Washington, December 14.—(Special.)— 
At the instance of Colonel Livingston, 
Secretary of the Treasury Shaw determin- 
ed today to send a special letter to the 
public buildings and grounds committees 
of the senate and house urging that there 


| be no further delay in providing for new 


buildings in those cities where the gov- 
ernment has already acquired sites, 

There are not very many such cases, 
Secretary Shaw will contend that it is 
bad thusiness to longer ignore the Iinvest- 
ments which the government has already 
made in sites, and he will express the hope 
that the necessary appropriations for new. 
buildings be put through at this session. 

Shaw Interested in Atlanta. 

Secretary Shaw, in talking with Colonel 
Livingston and Postmaster Blodgett, ex- 
pressed himself as deeply interested in 
Atlanta. He is anxious to see a new build- 
ing there, and has a similar interest in 
Toledo, Ohio, where conditions are much 
like those at Atlanta. 

Sites have also been purchased in a 
few other cities, but not many, and 
Secretary Shaw sees no reason why the 
economists of the house should refuse to 
delay making appropriations for new 
buildings in those cities, as the work 
must be carried forward some time, and 
each year’s delay is expensive to the 
government. 

Colonel Livingston is hopeful that 
Secretary Shaw’s recommendation will 
impress Speaker Cannon and the house 
leaders, inducing them to waive their 
orders against public building legislation, 
at least to the extent of the secretary’s 
recommendation. 

Temporary Help. 

With reference to temporary help for 
the postoffice Secretary Shaw has taken 
the matter up with the supervising archi- 
tect’s office and some arrangement will 
be made to give the postoffice at least 
two more big rooms on the second floor 
of the postoffice building. 

The treasury officials will take the 
matter up at once with the custodian of 
the bullding at Atlanta and they will see 
that the additional two rooms are allotted 
to the postoffice. Mr. Blodgett went over 
the matter of needed accommodations 
fully with Secretary Shaw. The postmas- 
ter said he would not press the matter 
of building a temporary addition to the 
present building, if this would cut against 
the new building project in any way, and 
Secretary Shaw thought it might. 

Two Rooms on Second Floor. 

It ig believed that the additional two 
rooms on the second floor will furnish 
the necessary relief until the Ist of July. 
Mr. Blodgett has asked the postoffice 
department for an additional allotment 
of rent money after that date so he can 
secure additional room at the south side 
branch office with a view to carrying 
there all collections from the south side 
and running it as a night as well as a 
day office. The postoffice department 
officials authorized Mr. Blodgett to see if 
such arrangements can be made with a 
view to relieving the strain on the main 
office. Mr. Blodgett left for home this 
evening thoroughly satisfied with the re- 
sults of his visit. Whfle he abandoned 
his original plan of temporary additions 
to the building, for the reasons given, he 
will get the needed additional relief in 
another way, and that is what he is after.

A dispute between the city and the 
railroad about the cemetery crossing has 
been going on for several months. Hith- 


ed the police when asked to keep the 
crossing clear, Dut yesterday morning 
Yardmaste* Mobley, probably acting un- 
der advice of the railroad company, re- 
fused to clear the crossing which was 
blocked with three freight cabooses, As 
the city claims the crossing there was 
nothing to do but make a case against 
the yard master and he was cited to 
appear. before Recorder Broyles at 8 
o’clock this morning. 

About a month ago the city engineer 
was appealed to by the police authori- 
ties to settle the dispute about the ceme- 
tery crossing. The first decision, com- 
ing from an assistant in the engineer’s 
office, was that the railroad owned the 
crossing, but this was changed the next 
day when City Engineer Clayton gave 
an opinion. He said the crossing was 
the property of the city. Since then 
nothing was done about the matter, the 
railroad men keeping the crossing clear. 

Is It a Public Crossing? 

The cressing which leads from Decatur 
street to the north gate of Oakland cem- 
etery, has been used by the public for 
many years. It is conventlent to per- 
sons wishing to visit the cemetery from 
that section of the city. If the crossing 
is closed those living just north of the 
cemetery will have to go several blocks 
out of the way to reach another gate. 

The Georgia railroad company says 
the crossing is the property of the rail- 
road, and has never been a public thor- 
Oughfare. It Is claimed by the railroad 
that Yonge street ends at Decatur 
street. 

The city-claims the crossing, the city 
engineer stating that the city’s title to 
the property can be easily established. 

In the trial of Yard Master Mobley, 
the title to the cemetery crossing wil] 
be gone into and the case will doubt- 
less be carried to a higher court, no 
matter which side wins the case in 
the recorder’s couryt. 

The fact that the crossing is usgd by a 
large number ef citizens makes the case 
of considerable interest.

WASHERWOMEN 
WILL BE TAGGED 


Proposed Law Causes Sen- 
sation in Some 
Circles. 


The action of the board of police com 
missioners Tuesday night in regard to 
making washwomen register and wear 
badges has caused great interest among 
housekeepers who employ washerwomen 
and a flurry among the women who will 
have to be tagged before they can take 
in washing. 

Those who employ 
unanimously in favor of the new law 
which will be passed; but, it is said, 
that the women who will be the objects 
of the law are not so well pleased. 

It is estimated that there are about 
2,500 negro women in the city who make 
a living by taking in washing. Some 
of these women have proven very dlis- 
honest and lately It has come to pass 
that the police are daiiy called upon to 
hunt for washerwomen who have taken 
clothes and failed to return with them. 
It was on account of so much-complaint 
about dishonest washerwomen that Cheif 
Ball asked the police board to have a 
law passed whereby ‘the police could 
keep a record of all women who wash 
clothes in this city.

$3. The abolishing of transferred games. 

Imperative and immediate nection is 
needed on’ all three points. The rules 
adopted at this meeting should be lived 
up to by the members of the league, and 
any violation of them should be quickly 
punished. 

The ddoption of a salary limit ts a 
question which will open up a very lively 
Giscussion. According to Fishery the 
salary limit for this league is $2,000 a 
month, and according to the same au- 
thority a good team can be secured with 
this amount. ; 

Take a look at that team of Fisher's 
last year, a club which cost over $2,000, 
stated on good authority to be as much 
es $2,800 a2 month. Was that team one 
Which any city in the southern league 
would fee) proud of, boast of and hold up 
as a model for a minor league. 

Fisher did not finish last, but he ran 
a rather close race for the last Benen 
tion Thejonly trouble was that Mont-' 
gomery early in the race cinched her 
"dT on the last round of the ladder, 
thus preventing anybody from slipping 
into ibis place.

Hie is also a good 
fudge of ball players. Let that be ac- 
knowledged at the start. But the team 
which he managed last season did not 
vleasé Nashville and would not have 
pleased Atlanta. 

When a $2.800 team made the showing 
Nashville made last season, what 
cflance has a $2,000 team to make. The 
sum paid by Fisher last season was 
enough to secure a good team.

A 
very nice scheme this is, as the man- 
ager rakes in all the money not only from 
the box office, but also the draft price 
for players taken from him by the 
larger league clubs : 

Then “another trouble exists. There 
are too many ways to avoid the salary 
limuz rule, and however strict a rule 
might be made in Memphis, ways and 
means would be found to avoid keeping 
within the bounds prescribed. 

The Soutiaern Yeague patrons have had 
a taste of fast baseball. They want to 
continue seeing fast, snappy and sensa- 
tional games. It is a step forward that 
pleases them, not a retrograde move- 
ment. 

As for William Phyle, poor William 
bas been dead for many a long and 
weary month.

GEORGIA PREPS 
ADOPT RULING 


No Laxity Will Be Permitted 
in Regard To Eligi- 
bility. 


The strictest kind of rulings were 
adopted. by the Georgia Intérschelastic 
Athletic Association at a meeting held 
last night at the Young Men’s Christian 
Association building. 

Under the new constitution of this as- 
scclation no jaxity in regard to eligi- 
bility will be permtted and professionals 
an dothers ineligible under the rules will 
find difficulty in playing either baseball 
or football on any team belonging to 
the association. 

In order to effectuaily bar those in- 
eligible and to absolutely prevent col- 
lege men or others from playing on 
mrep teams this article was proposed and 
passed: 

‘Seotion I. No professional  athiete 
shall take part in any contest, as a 
member of any team in this association. 
A. professiona] athlete is a man who has 
at any time received money to play on 
& team or for his athletic services as 
coach, trainer, athletic or gymnasium 
instructor, or who has competed for a 
money prize, or a portion of gate money 
in any contest, or who has competed 
for a prize against a professional; nor 
any individual who assists officially any 
of the students in the different schools 
in the discharge of their religions, 
scholastic, athletic, literary, or moral 
duties, is eligible for participation in 
contests of this association. 

Sec. 2. No player or contestant of 
any schoo) shall be paid or receive, di- 
rectly or indirectly, any money or finan- 
cial concession or emolument as past or 
present compensation oras prior consid- 
eration of inducement toplay in or enter 
any athletic contest, whether the said 
remuneration be recelved from or paid 
by or at the jnstance of any organiza- 
tion, committee, or faculty of such 
school, or any IUndividua} whatsoever. 

Sec. 3. further, no person shall be 
eligible to take part, as a contestant, 
in any event of this association who {s 
not a bona fide student of the school on 
whose team he plays, matriculated for 
the current half session within thirty 
days after the beginning of the school 
year, or within thirty days after the 
beginning of the second half, (provided 
that the executive committee shall have 
the right to fix other dates for those 
institutions on which this would work 
@ hardship) and regulariy pursuing a 
course in said school that requires his 
attendance upon at least fifteen recita- 
tions a week, -

any individual who assists officially any 
of the students in the different schools 
in the discharge of their religious, 
scholastic, athletic, literary, or moral 
duties, is eligible for participation in 
contests of this association. 

Sec. 2. No player or contestant of 
any schoo] shall be paid or receive, di- 
rectly or indirectly, any money or finan- 
cial concession or emolument as past or 
present compensation oras prior consid- 
eration of inducement toplay in or enter 
any athletic contest, whether the said 
remuneration be recelved from or paid 
by or at the jnstance of any organiza- 
tion, committee, or faculty of such 
school, or any IUndividua} whatsoever. 

Sec. 3. further, no person shall be 
eligible to take part, as a contestant, 
in any event of this association who {s 
not a bona fide student of the school on 
whose team he plays, matriculated for 
the current half session within thirty 
days after the beginning of the school 
year, or within thirty days after the 
beginning of the second half, (provided 
that the executive committee shal) have
